Tbe 
poltco next caoie on the scene, and far a 
time things quitted down only to be re- 
newed witJi fresh vigor, the 4t enemy" 
keeping on the opposite eide of tbe ring to 
the protectors of the pnblio peace. 

We. noticed several women aa well as 
men, evidently hy outward appearance, 
respectable people, bat Ihoir actions show- 
ed tbeir true colors, and the mader they 
are iwrving.

After the boat departed and I wag left 
to tbe Islanders to do just as tbey liked 
with me, I was immensely hurried to eud 
fro, but treated very kindly as a matter of 
conrss, because these people are naturally 
hospitable, as is the case with fiebcrmen 
as a rule. Being a stranger as well, I was 
the comet of tbe boor, and ff ever the poor- 
old Minstrel sheue at all, he had to shine 
□ iw or to spark ont, for those dear people 
vjry nearly deoced him to death. Talk 
about a jig on the G olden Pavement, these 
people can't wait till they get to Heavm, 
but do It in grind atyle down here, and 
that to in tba face of deplorable adversity 
in a very many instances, but if their 
fisheries have failed their Salvation is a 
antes** uid their earnestness a mighty 

iHt. 

Oh, aaeb praying, such a mighty mov- 
ing power seems to have taken hold of the 
people, and they do everything hi harmony 
with that power. The first rattling I 
attended was at St. John's, I dropped into 
Lbs Holiness meeting an Friday night 



shortly after It bad commented ; being a 
stranger I was asked at the door if I was 
loved, which ware ibeternuotadmisoion. 
Tbe sanctum was surrounded by about two 
hundred Soldiers and a few Christiana 
from other places. Capt. Knowsley soon 
came npoo the scene, and quickly follow- 
ing there was a load volley at a Welsh- 
man reading an English Bible to a crowd 
of as intense listeners as were ever worth 
two ears. We enjoyed the Holiness meet- 
ing immensely after ten days on tbe water, 
and three oat of those moving at a " dead 
alow " through a dense fog. a good Holi- 
ness mooting want down ^tc!==OMC.

foundlanders can have. Tbe singing was 
of tbe most hearty kind t sll in earnest, and 
if tlit, time was not exactly right the spirit 
was, and tbe testimonies were in super- 
abundance, the apt manner in which tbey 
rise to give their testimonies here, broth- 
*rs and maters alike, was truly reircehing 
things went on. in a true Salvationist 
sl}le, and reached tbe climax or the Sun- 
day night, when obont half a JoM-n came 
inniblitie into tbe fountain, and I tell you 
what, ibey do come ^'tumbling in" in this 
part of the country, Such earnestness at 
tbe penitent farm, eucb eelf abasement, 
aueb self abandonment, tbey seem to lose 
alt control of themselves in their earnest- 
ness to obtain meroy.

Eagles 
can fi\j higher than any other bird, till, 
large as they are, they appear only to he 
a- speck hi the sky. Can I do the same? 
Can I Ay up to Heaven and commune with 
God ? Or haa the devil tut iny wings ? 
If I am really holy I am aare to have 
power in prayer, power to dealing with 
God. power in talking to Him. If I hove 
this power I shall feel it, and therefore I 
shall be aware of it and know it* If 1 
have not got it then something must be 
wrong. It ia said that .hn eagle can look 
of (Afl run. How different from, tho owl 
which can only see in thB dark ? Blessed 
ere the pure in heart, far they shall see 
Ood, not after Seatb merely, but in this 
lira. Holiness can see God, can see where 
Jte is, and can seo where He is not, and 
kuows where to find Hun. Tha eagle is 
entd to hive an tye tiSx a teiacojx, so that 
from its great height it can look down and 
see its prey at a vast distance. The higher 
it flies the farther it can sea. Goon from 
all directions wherever the carcase is.there 
will the eagles bo gathered together. Holi- 
ness not only gets us nearer to God, but 
the higher we. rise, the better are we able to 
look down upon the world and sea just 
where we need to strike.

A litile patience— standing u till a little 
wbilo — will probably rvBiilt in a fresh 
advance when the clou-le have lifted a 
little : ami it must nleo bo remembered 
that the cloude by which we are Bur- 
rounded are ofieu made by the eruoko of 
our awn euiis; and bo far from th« dark- 
noaa bi'in^ t'Biieed by fnihuj; to ob&y Oo<l, 
it ia ohedienco to Hia comirtnlid that has 
brought ua close up under tho gone of tbe 
enemy's batteries. A strong will, steady 
head, and a firm heart will usually be 
sufficient to eeouro another victory eteo 
horo. 

Another advantage about being prepared 
for new difficulties it, that wo shall always 
bo al the trouble to examine the forces 
against ua hn mediately i» frout.
